In the Sevinuing of thy work, thou Gult not fairiy 
ſtreche funton ; ©, thatihou raneitno notice of my 
Piain and expreis wordsan my boo, pag.

as Tolin ws, and could prove and inſirutt their being {nt to 
battize with Water, as he was, the o to whom they thould3e 
ſont, owht plaily to receive it ; but ra do it by bare imitation, 
Or 4 98.7 pretead:d Call, mbich they c:r:n07 prove ro be either 
2 d1ete or emmediate, & great Preſton, yea, Super Hition. 
TFiisone ſhort feftion 1s enough to overthrow thy whole 
Work, aad yet thou haft made no Reply to 1t, nor given 
the I:aft notice of it 1n thy book; and all that thou haft 
fail tor HPater-baptiſaz doth not 12 the leaſt give any 
ground for thy Mater-Bapri/zs thou and thy brethren ſet 
u2 in your vain Imaginations, without any call, either 
1mmcdiate or mediate from God ; ſo that your work in 
your Water-baptiſm 1s a Will-worſhip. Svezdly, Thou 
doſt not fairly cite my wo:ds,in thy itating the Queſtion, 
iaying, That I affirmed, that the Apoſtles praiticed if viz. 

The word [Only] is 
thy addition and is not in my book: but my words are 
theſe following, The Apofles generally thought fit both to uſe 
and tolerate the uſe of Water-baptiſme, that belonged to John, 
#nd divers other things of the Law, which was by permniſſion for 
4 time, and not by any Goſpel ending Commiſſion, Oc. Now 
the word | Oz} being added, doth derogate from my 
words, as if I did underftand that the Apoſtles only bap- 
tized by a bare. dry or naked permiſſion ; whereas 1 did 
nd, and ſo I do till, that it was not a meer or 


bare permiffion, but they they thought fit EE 6, 
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'and tolerate the uſe of it; and that which made them 
think andjudge it fit to uſe it for lome time, was realiy the 
Spirit of God in them, that gave them, not only a {pi- 
ritual and chearful freedom to ule ir for ſoins time, bur 
let them lee a great ſ{ervic: and conveniency in it tor fon 
time, until men began to contend a-oat it, a:1 iwy more 
weight on it, ard other things of the like nature, thats 
they ought to have done; tor as in the change of an 
outward form of Goverament, or a new adoun;ſtrarion 
of worldly and civil Laws, the former Laws and the ex- 
_ ecution of them, cannot in an inſtant be remove}, bu: 
gradually , otherwiſe great inconveniences would tollow ; 
as when a houſe is to be ſupported with new Pillars, the 
od Pillars muſt not be firſt removed, elſe the Houle 
would be in danger of falling ; but the new Pillars muſt 
firft, in great part, be well placed and fixed, and rhen the 
old are by degrees ſafely and wiſely removed : Even ſo 
Fohr"s Baptiſm and other things of like nature, were not 
preiently and ſudda'nly to be removed, becruſe many, 
both Fews and profſelited Gentiles laid great ſtrels and 
weight on them; And therefore, I ſay, the Apoitles, 
not by a meer bare and naked permiſſion, but in the wit- 
dom and counſel of God uſed Water-baptiſm for a time ; 
and yet al! this will not prove that it is a Goſpel Prec-pt, 
or a ſtanding Goſpel Ordinance that was to continue 10 
the Church to the end of the World 
Nor art thou more ſucceſsful in managing this Cortro- 
verſy about Water Baptiſm, than in ſtating ir ; for almoſt 
throughout thon fight againſt thy own ſhadow, aud 
takeft much pains. and uſeſt many. Arguments to prove 
many things no wiſe denyed hy me; as fir/f, That the onut- 
ward Form and inward Power of Godlineſs may not be ſepera- 
fed -

ws: This weafirm as well as thou, and much better 
than thou; for ſeeing thou denye(t Chrift within the heart 
fo be the true Chriſt, how canft thou really own the 1nward 
power of Godlineſs? Can there be any inward power 
of Godlineſs, without © hrift living, dwelling and ruling 
in the hear:? Again, many of you Baptiffs affirm, That 
men may be call: d of God both to preach and bapti2e, and yet 
have mo true Prety or Holynefſ: Which a Bapri#f Teacher 
alirmed to me in the hearing of divers witneſſes laſt 
{ummer, in the ſhop of one of our Friends at Newport in 
Rhode-INind; and whether this be not thy own perſua- 
Gon, thou art corcerned to clear thy felt. But further, 
how many Rypocrites and vain perſons do ye baptize 
with Water, that no real ſigns do in the leaft appear in 
them,thas the inward power of godlineſs was joyned with 
their being baptized with Water: Now the thing that 
thou ſhould(t have proved, was,that your Water baptiſm, 
taken up by you, without any true command, or {o much 
as a true inward liberty by the ſpirit of God in your 
2arts, 15 a Goſpel-Precept. But thisthe Apoſtles wit- 
neſſed, when Peter baptized, or cauſed to be baptized, 
Cornelizs, and others with him, no doubt, he both ſaw 
and felt his liberty, and good allowance, by the revela- 
tion of Gods holy ſpirit in his heart, ſoto do; and there- 
fore he might well command it at that time to be done ; 
_ & yet 1t doth not follow that it is a Goſpel-Precept. I ſay 
further, the ourward form of Godlineſs is intire without 
Water baptiſm, as at this day adminiſtre 1, though when 
it was practiſed by the command of God, it was a part 
© theoutvvard form. And vvhereas thou ſayſt, Johns 
preaching and baptizing related to Chriits Goſpel diſenſpation, 
citing fcr this, Mark 1.c29. 1, 2, 3.v. 1 Anfſvver ; un 
| this 
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this May be granted in a true ſence, yea, 1 Go reavity 
grant 1t 1n the true ſence,& ſo did «11 the Figures & 'I y pes 
of Moſer Law, all whichobſcurely anddarkly poinicd at 
_ Chriſt,& the pure Goſpel difpenſation,& were, as it wee, 
a ymbolical way of preaching Chriit & his Guſpe!; aad 
theretoreit was a goodand worthy obſervation that many

And whereas thou citeſt Mark's words in the 
beginning of his book, ſaying, The beginning of the Eoſvel 
of Feſus Chriſt the Sox of God, It I grant thee that berth 
John's preaching and baptiſm, wn a true ſence, is a begia- 
ning of the Goſpe)!, what gaineſt thou by. it? doth it 
therefore foow thatWater-baptiſm isa pure Goſpel Pre. 
cept, and to be obſerved to the end of the world ? I] de-

':d within ſcme vail. The Third and laſt Diſpenlation 
negan from the giving of the holy Ghoſt at Pentecoſt - moſt 
ipparen-Iy, and was to encreaſe until it ſhould come to 
its Meridian or Noon-tide Glory, as ſo it may be ſaid, it 
diz rcally ſo come in the days of the ApoRtles, —_ 
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theit deceaſe ;* And this churd Diſpenſation of the Gofpel 
is that which ought to be called, The pure end perfeit Goſp-1 
Diſpeaſation, purely and pertetly unvailed and uncover- 
ed, declaring and revealing thar great Myſtery of Chrilt, 
and of eternal Salvation by faith in him, both as he came 
and ſif2red outwardly in the fleſh, and dyed for us, and 
role again, and aſcended, and is now in Heaven, at the 

right hand of Majeſty, making intercelſion for us, and 
alſo as he doth come inwardly tolive, dwell and rule in 

our hearts ; for both his outward and inward coming are 
a moft choice andexcellent Doctrine of the Goſpel of our 
Salvation, but the one without the other is lame and de- 
feive; for as itis molt glad Tidings (which the word 
Goſpel or Evangel ſignifieth) that Chriſt hath dyed for us, 
& purchaſed to us the forgivenels of ail our fins, (through 
Faith in his Name) 1o likewiſe, that the Father hath 
iven him to us in our hearts, to kill and deſtroy the very 
lite of fin in us, and perteCtly to ſanfifie and renew us 
into the Image of God; and no Vails, nor Figures, nor 
Types of things to come belong to this third Diſpenfacion 
of the Goſpel, but the "Truth of the Goſpel is held forth, 
purely and perte&ly in its own native luttre, beauty and 
lory, without any figureor ſhadow of the Law, ſuch as 
Scrcumelion and John's Baptiſm was, Theſe Poſitions 
thus being laid down and well underitood (the ſubltance 
of which are ſufficiently laid down in my late book, tho? 
not ſo largely, or in ſo many expreſs words,) may ſerve 
ſufficiently to anſwer co every one of thy Objettions 
again.t us, without a particular application to every par- 

ticular of thy Treatile. 

And thus it plainly doth appear, how it may be zrants, | 
ed that John's Minittry and Baptiſm was the beginning ©

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of that ſecond Diſpenſation of the Goſpel, that'as yet had 
its Va'ls and Figares in ſome degree reinaining, & vailing 
that more abundant glory that was to follow : Butit duth 
not tollow, that Fobz's Bapriſm or Water bapuim of any 
that did baptize,did really belong to. the #4174: Drſpenſation 
of the Goſpel, as any part thereof; and this third Dilpen- 
ſac10n is (being the Golpel perfeQted and conſummated, 
as it cometh to its Meridian or Noon-tide Glory and 
Brightneſs) that which 1s molt commonly and trequent- . 
ly called the Go/p:/ in the N2w Peitzment, being cleared 
and diſcharged from all theie Vails and Figures of the 
Law ; even as when Chrift aroſe, he laid afide his grave 
Clothes, and did not after his Reſurrection re-aſſume h:s 
Garments, witich hedid uſe as a cioathing before he ut. 
fered, but leit tnem to. remain with the Souldiers that 
ut him to death ; A figure cf this very Myftzry, 

And thou rt at great pains to prove, That John wa 
ſent to baptize with Water, and Chris  Dijcipl-s biptized 
with Water, and ſo did the Apoſties after the giving of the 
hely Ghoſt; and a great many other things thou bringeit, 
no wiſe contradicted by us the People called Gyaters, and 
therefore thou mighr'it have ſpared thy necdicis pains. 
But the great thing for thee to prove, was, 1hir John's 
Baptiſm, or Water Baptiſm # any part or precep? of 15e Goſpel . 
Diſpenſation, and Adminiſtration, as it began t) tate place 
after the Death and Relurrction of Chriſt, and the giving 
of” the holy Ghoſt ; This thou kaft not done in the leaſt, 
and therefore thou haſt done nothing-to purpole. And' 
whereas thou pleadeſt, Tha: Chriſt. ſent John 39 baptize: 
ond preach , laniſwer; And (oT ſay, as truly he lent 
#Lzſes to give the Law and Circumciſion ; for the Spirit 
of: Chrilt was ia Myfes, and in 479, and in a rae” y 
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. : Priefts under the Law, that circumciſed and facrificed : 
and Chri* gave both the Law and Goſpel, and was the 
Mediator - under both, and the Miniſter of both ; for 
without Chriſt, the Word, that was in the beginaiag, 
by whom all things were made, neither Law nor the 
Prophets could have been. - But the thing thou ſhouldit 
have proved, That Chriſt, as the Mediator of the News 
Covenant, in rhe pure and perfe& Diſpenſation of the 
Goſpel, in the laſt adminiſtration of it, ever commanded 
Water FYaptiſm; or that Chriſt after he roſe from the 
dead, commanded Water Baptiſm, which rhou doſt not 

do intheleiſt, Thou ſecmelt tolay great refs on theſe 
words, Acts 10. 48, That Peter command:d them to ve 
baptized who had received the holy Ghoit, to wit, Cozelius 
and his company, But this I have an{wered already, and 

I fay further, this doth not prove that Water Baptiſm 13 
a Goſpel Precept, but only that that ſecond Diſpenſation 
being not yct vvholly aboliſhed, Perer ſavv a ſervice in it, 
in the Wiſdom of God, revealed iin him, and therefore 
he might vvell command it for that time, tho? no Goſpel 
Precept. | | | 

But vvhereas thou ſayſt, That Peter and the Apoſtles 
.did command in C hrift Jeſus, the Lords Name, Water Bap- 
riſm, is a thing utterly falſe, the Scripture faith no ſuch 
thing; but That Peter commanded then to be b«ptized in the 
: Name of the Lord ; fo that the Name of the Lord is rela- 
tive to their being baptized, & not to the command , and 
their being baptized in the Name of the Lord doth plainly 
fignitie, that their being baptized vvich Water vvas ſom 
outward ſign, that they became the Lords, and were 
true believers in him. Next, vvhereas thou fayſt, I af- 
x firm that Water Baptiſs ” wu 4t that time 4 aboltſhed Cere- 
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2909, is falſe, 1 ſaid no ſuch thing ; "Ir was beginning to 
be aboliſhing and decaying, and mas decreaſing, as Jchn ſaid © 
#1 1eſpetÞ of bts Baptiſm, 1 muſt decreaſe, but Chriſ! muſt en- 
creaſe: Putthat it vvas then totally abslithed, I fay not ; 
for 1t could not be ſafely aboliſhed all at once, but by de- 
grees, and after ſome time, as I have above demonſtrated, 
And novv that I call this third and laft Dupenſatien, thar 
began to take place atrer the Death and Reſurrection of 
Chriſt, the pure and perfe? Diſpenſation of the Geypel, 1 
underſtand ir not, as if the fi: ſt and ſecond Diipentarions 
before and under Moſes, . or betore and - under Chriſt, as 
he vvaspreſent in the fleſh, had any mixture or impurity 
of ſin or evil, ray, far be 1: from me; but I call it pure 
and perfe& as having none of theſe Figuresand Types of 
the Lavy mixed vvith it, as formerly. And though the 
Apoſtles, after the giving of the holy Ghoſt, did grovy 
up into the attainment of this raoft pure and peric&t Go 
ipel itate and Diſpenſation; yet many Chr!#:2ns vvho 
had a meaſure of ſincere Faiih in Chriſt, - vvere ſhort of 
it, and for the caule- of ſvch vvho vvere vveak, ard but 
as Babes in Chriſt. they ſavy it meet in the Wiſdom of + 
God to uſe it for ſome rime. But atrer the days of the 
Apoſtles and their Succeſſors,about three or tour hundred 
years there-after, the true Goſpel Spirit was generally loſt 
(a Remnant excepted. of hidden .ones, who in- ſome 
mea{ure.retained it). and the inward Power of Godlireſs 
departed from,.and then Water Baptiſm, and many other 
things belonging to the out ward form, became as a dead 
thing, and was more fit to-be buried than to be uſed. 4nd 
none ought to preſume to raiſe it up again, unlefs it could 
de {aid, That the Power of. God had raiſed it, or renewed 
it in the uſers or practilers of it, and thar they could fin- 
| 2 cerely 
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ecrely ſay and prove, that God had ſent them, or piven. 
them Authority to uſe Water Baptiſm, and othe: the like 
things; bur this Ido not find that any called Bprifts fo 
much as pretend unto, and if they did pretend to it, their 
bare pretence, without ſome real and effetual proof,” 
were not to be believed. And that Peter cauſed Water- 
baptiſm to be adminiſtred to Correlirs, and other Gentiles, 
doth not prove it to be a Goſpel Precept; for under the. 
L.aw the Gezt:ies who became Profelites of the Covenarr, 
fo called, were generally baptized into Water, as well as 
Circumctled, long bctore Fohz's time, as the Jews Books 
lainly declare, and as may be gathered from Scripcure, 
and as divers Chriſtian Writers relate from the Jews, and 
particularly Thomas Godwin in his t ook called Moſes and 
Azron, lib.1. cap. 3. Andſceing it was ſocommonly pra- 
Qtiſed by the Jews, as well before John's time as then, 
and thereafter, as both Jewiſh and Chriſtian Writers 
affirm, and as the Epiſtle to the Hebrews dorh plainly 
declare, Heb. 9.10. how that the Law had its divers 
Baptiſms (lo the Greek tranſlated into Engliſh, Waſhings) 
and carnal Ordinances, until the time of Reformation ; it 
doth more plainly evince, that Water Baptiſm was a legal 
thing,tho* both it & Circumciſion, with all the other Types 
and Figures of the Law, pointed at Goſpel Myfteries, 
and info far may be ſaid to re/ate or belong to the Goſpel 
in its more obſcure Adminiſtration ; but that whole D& 
:enſation both of Moſes and the Prophets, is in Scriptare 
Rile, cali'd, The Law. altho' Moſes himſelf and all the 
Prophets ſaw beyond the t igures of the Law, and were 

truly endowed, in great part, with a Goſpel ſpirit. | 
That, thou ſay*ſt, if Water Baptiſm had not been-cdin- 
prehended in Paul's Commiſſion, then he had done evil in bap- 
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tizing ſo many. T Anſw. 1t doth not follow, any more 
than thac he did evil incircumciſing Tmorty ; for things 
may be done upon occaſions without a Command tron 
Ged, and that not only by a bare or fimple permiſſion, 
but In a ſweet heavenly tre:zdom ef Gods holy Sparit_.in- 
wardly revealed, which is the only chief and principal 
Rale of every true Chriſtians tr.edom, as well as of their 
Obedience. How many good Chriftians joyn in Mar- 
riage, having nocommand {ſo to do, butknowing and en- 
joying an inward Liberty by. the Spirit of the Lord lo to 
do, and therein-receiving the bleſſing of the Lord; 2nd 
many other the like caſes might: bs mention'd. 

Thou giveſt a very ſtrange and exceeding ſtrained 
Gloſs upon Paul's words, That he was not ſent to baptiz:, 
but to preach the Goſpel, tro wit, that Water Baptiſm was not 
fo bound to Paul, or any other ſent to preach the Goſpel, that 
they with their own hands muff needs perform thit Work of 
Boptizing ; and Paul and the other Apoſites had ſuch and 
fuch for their Miniſters, as John , Timothy and others, 
But what then? what Pa»/ commanded other Diſciples 
to do, -is all one as if he had donet himſelf, as thou ar- 
= in another caſe, but not to thy purpoſe; and there- 

re it cannot be reaſonably. judged, that if Paul had 
been ſent to baptize, either by himſelf, or making uſt of 
others. to aſſiſt him in that work, he would have laid, 
Fe was not ſens to baptize; for that would imply a plain 
Eantradittion, to be ſent,and not-to be ſent. But this thy 
trein'd gloſs onPevls words is grounded upon a meer ſap- 
poſition of thine, Thar Paul was /ezt ro beptize with Water, 
Which thou haft not in theleaſt proved, nor art ever like 
todo; Marth. 28. ſaith nothing of Water. | 
Thy fimilicude betwixt Solomons Temple and the Gn/peh 
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Church, as thou doſt apply it, isexceeding vain 8 fooliſh, 
and proceedeth from great Ignorance, as if the Stones har 
were the Foundation of Solomon's Temple, cut out of the 
Monztains, and the Timber -work, did fegnifie, that the Foun: 
dation of God's Spiritual Houſe ſhould be Water - Baptiſm. 
Bur this 15 plain contrary to Scripture, that ſaith, The 
Charch t built on the Foundation of the Prophets & Apoſtles, 
Feſms Chriſt himſelf being the chief Corner Stowe ; And thou 
that ſets up Water-Baptiſm as the Foundation of the Go- 
ſpe! Church, preacheſt another Foundation than Chriſt 
Jeſus, and another Goſpel. 1f Solomon's Temple had 
been built on the Waters, thou might have had ſome 
ilender pretext or colour to uſe ſuch a Compariſon ; but 
what Reſemblance Stone and Timber hach to Water 
Baptiſm, I donot underſtand. And if Water-?aptiim 


_ bethe Founaation of the Church, then the Church hath 


had no Foundation tor many Ages paſt ; for Infaxt Bap- 
7ſm, by ſprinkling, ye Baptiſts do not acknowledge to 
be any true baptiſm at all,but a meer fiction or invention, 
and yet for many Ages there hath been no other Water 
Baptiſm uſed, but that of ſprinkling Infants ; for that 
party or ſociety of People called Bapti/?s or Anabaptiſts 
did but appear about-Lather's time, or ſince, and there- 
fore if Water Baptiſm be the Foundation of Gods Church, 
the Church hath had no Foundation for many Ages, and 
therefore hath quite ceaſed £0 be; for ſhe cannot be or 
ſubſift without a Foundation. - 

And as concerning the Allegorical and Spiritual figni-, 
fycation of Solomor*s Temple, it is very well underſtood 
without your Water Baptiſm ; for Solomon's Temple, as 


it was a figure of Chriſts Body, which was crucified and 


roſe again, and aſcended into Glory, fo allo it was a figne 
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of the Goſpel Church under the pure Goſpel Diſpenfation, 
the Foundation whereof is Chriſt Jeſus, as he came inthe 
likeneſs of ſinful fleſh, and took upon himſelf the torm of 
a Servant, and humbled himielf unto Death, even the 
Death of the Croſs, made of a. Woman, made under the 
Law, the Sced of Abrahamand David : I ſay, Chriſt thus 
come in the fleſh, and crucified tor our fins, as the My. - 
ſtery of him is inwardly revealed by the holy Spirit in the 
hear:s of all true believers, 1a reſp-.&t of his thus hum- 
bling himielf, and taxing hold of the ſeed of Abraham, 
may well be comparcd to the Stone. & W ood of Solomons 
Temple, which were but mean, and not very coſtly 
Materials, but the fullneſs of the Godhead, that dwelt 
in Chriſt Podily, and his being anvinted with the holy 
Spirit without meaſure, being the only begotton Son of 
God, full of Grace and Truth, of whoſe tullnefs all true 
believers doplentifully receive, and Grace for Grace, and 
the many moſt. rich and excellent divine Virtues where. 
with both Chriſt and his Church are moſt richly enduecd, 
and adorned, are well ſignified. by. that great.plenty of 
Gold and Silver, and other precious Furniture, . wheres 
with theTemple of So/ormoz was beautified. But it is much 
thou didſt not make the Sea in So/omoy's Temple .to ſig- 
nifie Water-Paptiſmz poſſibly ſome of thy Brethren may 
judge this a great omiſſion or neglect in thee ; but hadit 
thou brought 1t,..it could have made nothing for thy 
Water Baptiſm ; for that Sea itn Solomon's Temple was 
not a figure of outward Water. /which it ſelf was but a

And thus Ihopeit will appear to the imrartial Readers, 
that I have ſufficiently anſwered to thy Objections and 
pretended Reaſons, from plain Scripture,which thou haſ:

In the cloſe of thy book thou ſayſt, 7 frike as well af 
the Lords Supper as at Water Baptiſm ; alledging further, 
that I fay, our conmon eating - we «ſe, u the Lords Sup- 

er, whether two or three, more or leſſ; but both theſe are 
thy fal'e alledgings, and none of my we:ds, nor juſt] 
can be gathered frommy words. And firit.,as to the Lond 


Supper, I lay, where Chriſt is not inwardly and ſpiritually 


ieen, taſted and fed upon, by his inward Revelation in 
mens hearts, there is not the Lords Supper, altho* they 
gather together with ever ſo great a Solemnity, as out» 
wardly, to cat outward Bread and drink outward Wine 
in remembrance, as they pretend, of Chrilf. Secondly, 
There 1s neither Number of Perſons, nor any ler I imes 
appointedzby Chriſt, in relation to the outward cating 
and drinking, which ye call the Supper ; and therefore 
as rhe Church of Exgl:1z4 uſe it once Quarterly, and {ome 
Boptiff's Monethly or perhaps ſome Weekly ,v hy may not 
others, with 2s good reafon, uſe it daily ; and ſeeing the 
Number of Perſons is no effensial part, as ye muſt con- 
feſs, then why may not two or three, as well as ſome 
hundreds, uſe it with equal Solemnity and re!:gious De- 


votion, w/2. cating and drinking togerher, both with 2 


holy fear and cheartuineſs, remembring the Lords Death, 
[d) even 


aww - 
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even until his laſt coming, as wel' as until his more a« 
bundant inward ſpiritual Coming into their hearts. 

And whereas I queried in my laſt book, Whereiz we 
are behind you, or wherein we fall ſhort of yow, or what excel. 
l niy, worth or walue hath your Supper above and beyond ours ? 
'To this thou lialt not anſ'.cred one ſyllable, nor haft 
thou ſhewed any one particular inſtance wherein your 
eating and driuking excclleth ours, and therefore I return 
it again unto thee to be anſwercl., And T thus further 
query, Is che difference about the bear axe, that ye call 
it The Supper of the Lord, and we have no freedom to call 
the bare outward cating and drinking, unleſs Chritt be 
inwardly enjoyed, the Supper of th: Lord, but where Chriſt 
is inwardly enjoyed and fed upon, together. with the 
outward eating and drinking, as moſt-frequently is wit= 
nefled, to God's praiſe, that we c:n tree!y call the Lords 


Supper ? Or, 24l;, Is the ditlercnce, becaule ye have. 


ſome Pricſt, oc Paſtor, or giltes Brother, to conſeerate 
the Bread, and make it mors holy than our ijread that we 
cat, even when we uſc Praycr and Fhanks-giving before 
eating, eirher vocal or only mencal, and trequently both ? 
Or, 34lz, Is it becauſe ve do not ulethat formality of re- 
peating the words, Tate, eat, this i my Body, which we 
find no where commanded to be ufed in the Saints cat- 
ting? Or, athlz, Is it becaule the cating and drinking 
that was among the Saints, called by thee @nd others, the 
Sapper, was never in. ended for ſatisfying hunger, as thou 
hinteſt? And what it 1 ſhould ſay the ſame, thou gainelſt 
nothing ; for it 15 not the {impleca:ing and drinking that 
I call a holy Remembrance of Chriſts Death, bur the holy 
and religious way and manner of pertorming it ; and yer. 
thou canſt not prove, that the Jaznts, when they did eat 

that

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that commonly called the Ser -r, dd not really cat ane 
drink {uthiciently to reizeſh & 10acith the Natural Body, 
as well as together with thar, rhe:r Souls were refreſhed 
and nouriſhed with {viritual tood ; for 1t is moRt clear, 
that in the Church of Corinth they d1d ear toge.her to 
retreſh the outward man, and ihis the Apc tle did 110t 
reprove, but their d ſorder ly manner of eating, ſo that ſome” 
were hungery, and others were drinker and [9 me cat at home in 
private,and others did net, bt garried to eat together with t,c1v 
Brethren, and were at times diſappointed : This plainly 
proverh they uſed to makea real Meal of their eating to- 
g8tner 5 but your manner of eating about the quantity 
of a Nut in Bread, and a ſpoontul, cne or two in Wine, 

we find no where in all the New 'I Teſtament; and that 
ye give the cup but once, and Chriit gave it twice, as k 
have ſhowed in my late book, this ye can give no account 
of, and thou hat not taken the leaſt notice of ? ;t, alchough 
it 15 material to you, who pretend to obſerve every thing 
as Chriſt did. And why arc ye n2t as zealous for waſh- 
ing one anothers feer, and anointing the lick with Ol ? 
1 am ſure more exprefly comi manded by Chriſt, ard James 
the Apoſtle, than your Water baptiſm? ye can give no 
jult account. Tr ſeems, thou art zealous for /zyin: 9 of 
hands, which thou reckons alfo as belonging to the toiin- 
dation of the Goſpel, faiſly citing and perverting thele 
wordsin Heb. 6. 1,2. for though t that place mention the 


founderion of Faith 43d Reventance, and after ward» the Do- 


Erine of Baptiſms, and of Lying on of hands, yet it (aich 
not, thar either Water baptiſm or laying on of hands is 
any part of the foundation ; and the Doftrine of Faprtiim 
and the laying on of hands i i5one thing, the uſe of Water 
baptiſm 15 quite another: The Dofrine of all the legal 
D p- 2 itt =_ 
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Rites, Figures and Types remaineth in the Church at this 
day, but the practice of them 1s aboliſhed, and fo of 
Water bapriſm. 

Bzfore thecloſe of this my Anſwer, I ſhall further take 
notice of {ome other of thy grols impertinencies: Firf, 
Thou uleſt theſe idle words, by way of reproach, So that 
upon hearing Peter's Teſtimony, not of killuug the Light within, 

© - #5 the Quakers preach, fc. Hue thou makeſt it a matter 
{5-4 of derifion, to lay, Chriſt, who is the Light, and the Life, may 
| bi © be killed or erucificd by mens firs, whereby thou declareit 
ag thy great ignorance of the Letter of the Scripture, that 
ſaid of ſome, #hat they cr-wified the Sox of God afreſs ; and 
{farely that was within them, and nor without ; and ſaid 
Tames, Te have killed the juſt, and he hath not reſijted you; 
which cannot be underſtood, as if all theſe to whom 
he had writ, had been guilty of outward Murder. 
But underitand how thele call'd Qn-#er5 mean,:hat Chriſt 
is inwardly crucified or flain by mens preat ſins, to wit, 
not in himſelf, for his Lite is an Immortal Principle, but 
unto them; ſo that by their {ins they wholly deprive 
themſelves uf the enjoyment of it. 2aly, Thou ſay t,HWhite 
Peter #s [peating, not mentioning 01g ht of the Light within, 
(alths' we deny it not where God would have 4: ſpokew 05.) Bc 
hold here another bitter and faryrical Scotf againſt the 
Light within; and what aitho' Pezer mention not the 
Light within 1n that place, As 10. in expreſs words, let 
the place be conſidered, and it ſhall be found plainly 
enough implied in that very diſcourſe of Perez, ſee v.42. 
ſaid Peter, thar it 1s even Jeſus of Nazareth, who was or- 
dained to be judge of quick and dead : And can this be 
without the Light within, that ſhall be as a thouſand Wit- 
neſles againſt the wicked in that great day of Judgment, 
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when the books ſhall be opened, not only the book of 


Conſcience, but the Lords Light in the Conſetence, that 
did fee and reprove them, and witnels againſt them, when 
they finned. And whereas thou layſt, ;hon denyeft not the 
Lizht within when God would have it fpoken of : 1 lay, thou 
denyeſt it in {o far as thou denyeit Chriſt in the heart, who 
is the true Light, calleſt kima faile Chriſt ; andalio that 
thou blameit the Qzaers for pretendiag to inward Reve- 
lations, whichye 3apriffs generally deny, therein agree- 
ing with the dark Prieſts, and ocher dark Proteſſors.

And 25 
for thy other many falſe Accuſucions, and hard bitter and 
reproachful Speeches agaiaſt us, and me in particular, I 
ſhall not walte paper nor time to repeat them, but hear- 
tily wiſh thy Repentance, and the opening of thy dark 
Underitanding, to the acknowledging and confefling to 
the Truth, if it be the good will of God that fo it may 
come to paſs, be!or? thy dayes be expired. 


And now ye Water Bapiifts, who plead ſo earneſtly for 
Water Baptiſm, though in oppoſition to the living and 
glorigus Appearance of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in the hearts 
of his Saints, ſoine of you calling Chrift in the heart a 
falſe Chriſt in the ſecret Chamber, the which Water Baptiſm 
of yours is neither Je#z's, nor the ſame that ſome of 
Chrifts Diſciples and Apoſtles adminiſtred for ſume time, 
iecing ye can ſhow no Line of Succeſ1ion, either from 
7oha or the Apoltles, of your call ro adminiſter Water 
Baptiſm, that proves ye have no ſhadow of any mediate 
Call, and to an immediate Call ye have no pretence; nor 
can it be truly ſaid, that the Letter of the Scripture barely 
and alone confidered, calleth any to a Miniſterial Ofce or 
#210 ; for the >cripture faith, No max rakerh an Office 
unno 
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anto him but he that 1s calle? of God, «« Aaron was: And 
thus John was ſent of God by the Spirit of God in his 
heart, and did not draw his Call from the Letter of the 
<cripture, tho' he was of Aaron's Poſterity, -and the Son 
of aPrieft ; And therefore your Water Baptiſm is a meer 
Idol, like the golden Calf that the Children ot 1/ra«l ſet 
up when Moſes was abſent. But ſuppoſe your Water 
baptiſm were as good as Johz's (which it isnot) go and 
learn v hat that meanerh, Mark 9, 5, how when Mofes 
and Eins (and ye know that Chriſt ſaid of John, that he 
was El4s5, who came 1n the Spirit and Power of E/zas) 
did appear with Chriſt at his Transfiguration, Peter ſaid, Lex 
iis build three Tabernacles, one for Moſes (that fignifieth 
the Law of Circumciſion and Sacritices) another for Elas, 
(i. e. John with his Water Baptiſm) rhe Scriptures ſaith, 
he kaew not what he ſaid; and a Cloud came and took away 
Moſes 1a Elias, (1, &, WL Baprift }) ont of their feeht. 11d 
left enly Chriſt preſent with them: and well conſider, whe- 
ther this doth not ſign:fie, that Believers in-Chriſt, under 
the pure and periect Gojpel Niſpenſation, are not to Build 
"Tabernac'cs neither tor Hoſes nor John, 1. ec. neither for 
thi Levitical Law of Aofes, nor the Water Bomtilm of 
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A brief Anſwer to the weal: and impertivent Argraneuts of Penn. 
Ke:ch, againſt rue Ligat within, in hrs Book, call'd, 1 he Childs 
initructor, tr that Scition of his Book concerning tn e Light within, 
whercia he undertaketh ro prove, That the Light 1h every man 
hath not the lea{t tendency or ſervice to mans Salvation, but 
only te condemn him. Ard alſo an Anſwer to his groſs Calum 
nics and falſe A.sujations, that i bis ignorance ve raijeth ip againſt 
both the Principles and Perſons of the People called in ſcorn Quakers, 


+ Ir, he granteth, That the Light in ever y man contain- 
© eth init the Lawor ſubſtince of the firſt Covenant writ- 
rex or implanted in the hearts of the worſt of men. Next, he 
doth acknowledge, That it doth ſhow or teach every man that 
there ts a God, which did create all things, and that he « the 
Soweraign Lord of the whole Creation ; that he is to be worfhip- 
ea; allo, that it doth convince of fin ent not of every ſin : 
Alſo, That it doth reach Righteonſnefſ towards men, and to 
render due reſp:2 i:nto all, and to do unto all men as they would 
be done unts; and from this he concludeth, ſaying, There-

Anſm This ſeemeth a fair acknowledgment, and is 
more than many do acknowledge ; for if men are to take 
ed unto 1t, and walk according to it, (as he ſaith they 
ought) it is given of God for a Rule of Obedience unto 
men, and therefore the Scripture is not the only Rule, as 
many affirm. But that he ſaith, Ir doth convince of ſin, 
but not of every ſen, this heonly aitirmeth, and doth not

Gentile tate. ' But ſeeing he hath granted, That there are 4 
ſome ſins that they are guilty of, tht the firſt Covenant in thers 
aoth nat convince them of , 1t followeth moſt neceſſarily, | 
that there 1s ſome Law or Light of the new Covenant 
in them : And thus it doth plainly appear, that the ſnare , 
or net which this Bexz, Keech hath been making for the | 
People called Qyaters, he 1s entangled himielt therein. 
But we can molt clearly prove from Scripture, that the 
Light that 1s generally in men, the He-athezs not excep:- 
ed,hath 1n it ſome ſmail degree of a diſcovery or revelation 
of the New Teſtament or New Covenant; 1/f, Becauſe 
it revea'cth to men generally the gooanefi of God that le 10> 
&1 to Repentance, according to Ron. 2. 4. yea, the Riches 
of his goodneff, and forbearance, and long-ſuffering ; ani 
therefore it revealeth in men univerſally, char God 1s mer- 
Ciful a«d gracious, as well asjuſt, and pa:doning fin and 
tranſgreJon toevery one that truly repenteth and turns 
from fin: And this may be praved alſo from B. K,eech's 
own conſeſſion; for he plainly confeſſerh, That the Light 
iz every man teacheth him, that God is the beſt, the higheſt, 
and chiefeſt Beeing, ——_— doth clearly — = 
Light 
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Light in men teacketh Ru that God is a gracious God, 
and one that perderxs 1niquity, otherwile he could not be un- 
derftood to be the bef beeing ; for ſeeing among theChildren 
of men many men khavethat goodneſs that inclings thera to 
forgive the greateſt Treſpatles,upon their Repenrance and 
asking forgiveneſs; therefore God himſelt is infinitely 
more gracious and ready to forgive. 24ly, The Genres 
or Heathers of the better ſort, who have not heard Chriſt 
outwardly preached unto them, have oftered up Sacrifices 
unto the only true God, as well as the Jews; and Ariftotle, 
tho' a Heathey, did affirm, That it was proper to Mankind, 
univerſally, to Sacrifice unto God; and as the Sacrifices of 
the People of I/7ael, as B. K-ech confeſleth, was a ſpiritual 
and ſhadowing Miniftration, given in mercy unto men, 
to diſcover and hold forth unto them the glorious and 
great Sacrifiec and Attonement of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
the fame may be faid of the Sacrifices of theſe Genriles, 
who faerificed untothe only true God. And if it be ſaid, 
The Gentiles who did ſo Sxcrifice, as Job ard others, dis it, 
being taught by ſome 0::1ward means: lanſwer, allowing it 
ſoto be; ſo did alſs the Jevs and Peopie of 1/rae! ; but 
as among the Jews, ſo ameng the Gerzes, the Light of 
God in them did accord in Harmony with the outward 
means of their Inſtruction. 34/y, The Apoſtle Par/doth 
plainly declare, That the Gentiles, who did the things cor. 
F8ined in the Law, had their thoughts excuſing them (or apolo- 
gizing, as the Greek hath it) and therefere there is ſome 
Light or Illumination in them, other than that of the firit 
Covenant, that only condermmneth, as B. K. affirmeth. athly, 
Corxelins, before Chriſt was outwardly preached unto 
him, hath this Teftimony, by the Spirit of Ged record. 
ed in Scripture, That he ws a dewout man. and feared God, 
aud his Prayers and Alms were accepted of God, according to 

his 


his Fate, and that he was -2. ſingular, of the only man 
in the World that was ſincerely devout, and that knew 
not Chriſt as come 1n the fleſh, Peter's words plainly de- 
clare, how that 7z every Nation, he that feareth God and 
worketh Righteonſne/s, is accepted of him. md it it be ſaid, 
that Cormelires was a Profelite, or atleaft had ſome know- 


ledge of the Fews Religion : T Asſwer; This is only ſup- | 


poled, but not proved; but granting it were ſo, it is 
certain he had not faith in Chriſt crucified and raiſed 
again, until Perey preached Chriſt unto him; and there- 
fore a man may be accepted of God in Chrif, and for 
Chriſt's fake, in fome reſpe& and degree, whoat preſent 
hath not faith in Chriſt crucified and raiſed again ; which 
molt evidently overthrowerh all that B. &. hath built up 
in his vain & dark Imagination againit the Light within, 
and yct ſuch are not without faith altogether ; tor they 
have faith in God,and in his living Word 1n their hearts. 
And whereas B. K, frames an objection 1n behali of the 
Light within, viz. IF this be a Light [iowing from God, 
and a Mini/iration of God, bow can it fa'l in any r: ſpit, and 
be inſificient? Fe anſwereth, Firft, The Lav given to 
Il acl ws a Miniſtration of God, awd yet it could not give 
Life. But this 1s cafily anſwered ; for God gave not the 
Law to 1/rael only fer that cad to condemn them, and 
fend all & every one of them to Hell, but to bea School- 
maſter to lead un:o Chriit, and therefore together with 
the Law of the firft © 'ovenant,he gave ther the Lew/tica/ 
7 iv of Sacrifices, and many other Types, "which had ſome 
real Miniſtration in itof the New Covenant, tho' obſcure, 
yet ſuch as ſerved for rhat time. But aceording to B. K, 
the be{t of the Gentiles, who were moſt diligent to frame 
their lives according to the Light in them, and have not 
hear Chrift preached umo them, as cructiied, &c are 
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all ſent te Hell, and the Light in them, tho' a Miniftra- 


tion given them of God, hath no ether end bur co con-+ 
demn them, and make them guilty ot Heli Fire, and that 
forever ; which 1s a moſt injurious RetleCtion upon both - 
the Juſtice and Mercy of God. Secondly, he ſatih, Every - 
Light and Mini#ration of Ged ſerveth for the end, time and. 
purpoſe it was appointed and ordiin a: Tins laying 1s very 
true, bu: very badly applicd, as it that Light and Mint- 
Rration of God in the Geztiles, were oniy given tomake 
them guilty of eternal Damnation, but having not the 
Teaſt ſervice, - uſe or tendency to the. lcaſt beginning of 
their Salvation; which is a horrible ReJection upon 
God, as repreſenting him altogether Cruel and Unmer. 
ciftul, worſe than moſt men, and therefore 15 a blaſphe« 
mous Aflertion. 

Inthe next place heunder akes to prove, That the Light - 
in. every mz # not Gea, no; Chriſt, wor the Holy Spirit « © 
#7rſt, he proveth that the Light in men 15 not God, Be- 
eauſe the" all Light doth come from God, yet all Light is not: 
Ged. | Aniw. And who ſaith ail L' git is God ? but becaule 
ali Light is not God, it doth net cherctore follow, that. 
God 16 not Light, no mere than it doth follow, that be- 
cauſe all Spirit 1>.not God, therefore C:od 15 not a Spirit. 
But ſeeing he conteflech, This Light floverh from God, it 
doth neceſſarily tollow, that G..d himfelt :s preſent with 
and in this Light ; for God cannct be locally ieperated 
from any thing or being that proceedeth from him, other- 
wife he were not Omanijpreſent; and the Name Lz2be 
doth as properly belong to God, as the Name Sprrit; for - 
25 the Scripture ſaith, aod is « Sprrit, 1o it faith, God w 
Lrghr. Nor is his Argument any more valid to prove, 
that Chr iſt 15S NOL L:gh, !N Men z Becavfe Chriſt franifieth,

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Anointed, ed only the FM 0 is Gods. anointed: 1 
An'wer; Thus we {ce how B. K, as the Sorinian, like 
his Brother P.7" for if Chriſt be only and wholly reſt. i&- 
e | to Chriſt's outward Perſon, as he came in the fleſh, 
then there was no Chriſt, nor Saviour, nor Mediator be- 
tore Mary ; but rhis is expreſs centrary to Sciprure in 
many places, which ſaich. By Fe/izs Chrift all things were 
created; And Iraecl ia the W/ Udernef's drank of the Rock thas 
followed them, and that Rock was C hrift: And moſt ſurely, 
all the faithful inall Ages were partakers of Chrift, and 
he lived ia themas well as in Pau/. And that Chriſt was 
Anointed trom the beginning, before all Time and Apes, 
i5 exprelly attirmed, Prev. 8. 23. the true Tranſlation out 
of the Hebrew Text being, I ws anointed from the begin= 
zing ; The Hebrew word Niſſat is rendred by Buxzorf in 
_ his Hebrew Lexicon, To anvint ; and ſurely David, T/aiah, 
and all the faithful were partakers of the holy anointiag, 
acd they had it from Ch-ift © God's anointed from the 

ezinning. And Laſtly, he is as fooliſh and idle 1n his 
arguing, That the ho'y Soirit & not a Light in all inzn, be- 
cauſe Chrift ſaid, The World canpot recetuve ni 05.14.16.

Houle and yet that man have not the right and polſc:11on 
ef it, evenlo, the Snirit of God 1s in Unbeltevers, to con- 


vince, call and move thera to repent and turn ro Godard, 


yet 
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yet they have no right nor "chi therein, While remain 
ing in their unbelieving ſtate. But it is to be further con- 
ſidered, that the holy Spirit, th: oughout the Scripture, 
doth ſignifie, not the Spirit of God abſtrattly confider- 
ed, but as influencing men with a peculiar holy or ſan- 
Qtifying influence and operation ; and theſe are cnly ſuch 
who have faith in Chriſt crucified and raiſed again,. as 1s 
Clear in the caſe of Cornelins, and all other Believers 1n 
Chriſt crucified, &c. whoſe Faith is wrought in them by 
the mighty Power of God; and therefore this peculiar 
influence and operation of the holy Ghoft, the G«zr-les 
have not in their meer Geyzr/e ſtate, but yet they have 
that which is preparatory thercunto, and infallibly will 
bring them to partake of it, as they are diligent, rightly 
to improve that firſt degree of divine Grace and llumi- 
nation alrcady given unto them. 

Now let us hear his Arguments againſt the Snfiiciency 
of the Light within, ſo much as to begin the leaſt good 
Work of God in the Gezrzles. 1, he ſaith, It canxo? diſcover 
ufo thee that there is & Redeemer, who ſuffered Death without 
the Gates of Jeruſalem. 2dly, Tho' it convince of many fins, 
yet it cannot clermſe thee from them. 2dly, It cannot make 
Sttisfattion ſor the ſins that are paſt. athly, It cannot lead 
thee ints Evangelical or Goſpel Truths. 5thly, It canner 
zeach thee the Righteouſneſi of Cod, without the Law, being 


witneſſed by the Law and the Prophets, even the Righteouſneſs of 


God by Faith of F./ws Chriſt, unto all & pow all that aa believe. 
6thly, 1+ lkaverth thee under the ſentcrice of Death apd Miſery, 
without affording any direttions or help for thy Recovery, 
(Note theſe words, whereby it plainly appeareth, be 
taketh away from it all ſufficiency, ſo much as to begin 


any good WOrk 18 Men, as having the lealt tendency to 
begin 
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Jt cannot give thee (he laith) eternal Peace and Silvatina, 
#s theſe Miſerable men (meaning the People called Quakers} 
40 firm, Thus hearguerh. 


In Anſwer to theſe his Arguments, I fay, it is really 


a degree of Blaſphemy to ſay, that there is no Light, or 
Principle, or Being in men, that can do theſe things ; tor 
God and Chrift can «o all things, and both God and 
Chriſtare inall men, n»tonly as to chat general preſence 
i1nall the Creatures, bur in a ſpecial way of Revelation, 
as being the Oit-ſpring o: God, as Pazl declared to the 
Athenians, But it is One thing what God and Chrift can 
do, and far another thing what they commonly and uni- 
verſally do. . Now it 15 readiiy granted, that God and 
Chriit do not commonly reveal unto men the knowledge 
and jaith of Chriſt crucified, &c. without the Scriptures 
Teftimony, er ſume outward Teaching ; but this dotl. 
nor prove that the Light in men hath no preparatory ler- 
vice,uſc or rendeney,in order to receive the knowledge & 
faith of Chriſt crnesfied,as we ſceit hath,according to Scrip- 
ture, as iSclear in the eaſe of Corxeiizs, and in the Parable 
of the. good ground, that ſignified rhe good and honeſt 
heart, even betorethe Seed of the pure and pe: tet evan- 
gelical Diſpenſation was {ſown init. And at rhis race he 
might as well argue againſt the Lighr in the be t Saints or 
Chriſtians, in theſe Ages of the World, as being inſutH« 
cient to give eternal Lileand Salvation ; tor the ordinary 
and uſual way of God to beget in all true Believers rhe 
true knowledge and faith of Chrift crucified, 1s by lome out- 
ward mcans of Preaching, Reading, or Hearing the Scrip- 
fures read, and not withour them, the inward Light aud 


Grace of God mightily co-operating and working :0ges

begin the work of Salvation, or prepare therennte.) othly, .

ther with the outward means of the Scriptures preached, 


read or heard. And whereas he directeth his Book ge- 
nerally to theſe called Chriſtians, many of whom are of 
his own Profeffion, if his DoQrine be to be received, none 
of his own Brethren, nor any Chriſtians whatſoever,have 
any ſaving Light or Grace in them ; for he maketh no di. 
ftinQion betwixt Chriſtians and Heathens, but ſaith geae- 
rally to all, That they have no ſaving Light in them. 

But for the better underftanding of the whole matter, 
let it be conſidered, that the Light ia men hath a two 
fold ſence and ſignification ; 1/, It may and dt ſignitie 
God who is Light, and Chri/ who allo 1s Light as che 
holy Scripture declareth: 24y, It may and co'h fignifie 
ſone divine inward Illumination and Revelation of God 
and Chriſt in men, which hath alſo. a quickening and 
cleanſing operation init. Now admitting that the divine 
I!lnmination and Revelation of God and Chriſt doth-not 
at firſt reveal or diſcover theie peculiar Myſteries of the 
pure Goſpel Diſpen ſation, as: Chriſt erucified, and Faith 
zn him, yet it doth ſuitice that I have proved, that it can + 
bezin,and doth really begin.a good Work of Godin them 
that are diligent to obey 1t; and where this good Work 
of God is begun inasy, they cannot periſh, altho? they 
dye 1n that ſtate : for as no ws. m9 Soul can (while 
fuch go into Heaven, ſo none that are in any the leaſt 
degree Righteous by the Work of God. in their hearts, 
(while ſuch,) can go to Hell, or finally periſh. But to 
determine at what preciſe time, . and how. this werk of 
God begun in honeſt (Ger? les, is perfefted in them, and 
at whar preciſe time the knowledge and faith of Chriſt is 
wroughtin them, is not a difficulty that is fngular to us 
the People, call'd in {corn Quakers, but doth equally urge 

an 
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and pinch our Adverfaries; yea, I ſuppoſe generally the 
Baptiſts themſelves ; for fr, They acknowledge, That 
any Infants dying in infancy, belong to Gods EleiFion, and 
are ſaved: 2dly, That not only Infants, but others come to 
Age, may belong to God's Fl:#ion, nho are born Deaf and 
Dumb , and many will acknowledge allo, That God hath 
his Elett among the Gentiles, who haze not heard Chriſt out- 
wardly preached, and ſhall be ſaved, God working by his Spirit 
1hen, where, and how he pleaſcth, as the Presbyterian Cone 
fron of Faith owned by Baptiſts, doth exprelly declare. 
Now it 1s plain, the Difficulty is equal to them, with ns, 
and 1s a great ſecret, known (perhaps) to few of the 
Sons of men, the preciſe time, way, manner and meaus 
of Gods ſaving them with eternal Salvation, who have 
not had Chriſt outwardly preached unto them, neither 
by men nor Scripture; and let it ſuthce to clear us,that we 
lay, the knowledge and faith of Chriſt crucified, even Jeſus 
of Nazareth, is univerſally neceſſary to the full and final 
perfecting the work of mens eternal Salvation and Hap- 
pinels, and is ordinarily and commonly wroughtin men, 
by outward preaching, reading, or hearing the Scriptures 
Teſtimony. Bur again, let it be conſidered, when we 
ſay, That the inward Light and Grace of God is ſuffict- 
ent to Salvation, it is te be underſtood, that its ſufficiency 
reacheth to the preſent time, work and purpoſe for which 
it 15 given, even as B. K, hath confeſſed; for not only 
the Gentiles have not received ar once all that divine Illu- 
mination, and Grace, and Aſſiſtance of God, that ſufficeth 
unto all rimc to come, but even none of the Saints have 
received ar once ſo much as is ſufficient for all time to 
come ; Other wiſe, they might ſay, Me are Lords, and will 
core 170 more to God, nor pray any more to him ; whereas a | 
tr vey 
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true Believers feel their KM need and want of a new 
and freſh ſupply of Gods Grace and gracious Afliitance, 
both to think, to will and to do any thing good. and ac- 
ceptable unto God, And as true Believers in Chriſt cru- 
cified, Fc have that which is ſurficient for the time pre- 
fent of divine Grace and Iiluminaiicn, ſuitable to their 
ftate and diſpenſation, ſo have the Geztzles that meaſure 
of divine Grace and I|lumination which is ſufficient tor 
the time prefent, ſuitable to their ftate and diſpenſation, 
which is readily granted to be a Diſpen'ation or Admini- 
ftration really diftin& or diveric from that pare and per- 
fe&t Goſpel Diſpenſation, which true Felievers in Chriit 
crucified and raiſed again, are ynder, yet both coming 
from one fountain, and both terding to one env, and 
meeting tozether in one, yea, embracing one another in 
due {ealon. Moreover, that the Law ſtate and diipen- 
fation, before that the faith ot Cirift crucified and raiſed 
again, &c. dot" come,is a good Rate to all ſuch as are d1ili- 
gent Improvers of the ſame, 1s molt clear from Gz/, 3.23. 
Before Faith came, we were kept under the Lww (and as Beza,, 
a Proteſtant, duth well tranſlate it) we were preſerved or 
tept ſub Legis preſidio, 1. c. under the ſafegua: dof rhe Law, 
as in a City of R-fuge even as the Man-ſlayer under the Law, 
eſcaping ts the City of Refuge,d'd remain there ſafe from death, 
tho" as in a Priſon or Conſinement, .intil the News did arrive 
unto him of the death of the High Prieſt : Arecal Typeand 
Figure of this great Myſtery, And therefore it is readily | 
ranted, that no man, until he attain to the true Faith 
and Knowledge of Chriſt crucified & raiſed again, is per-. 
 feAly juſtifed, nor can his molt exact Ovedience to rhe. 
Light in him be an Attonement or Propitiation unto God. 
for fins paſt or preſent, as neither 15 the Saints greatelt 
| inward 
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inward Righteouſneſs or Hulinels wrought in them by the 
Spirit of God, an Attonement or Propitiation for their 
Sins, bur Chriſt alone, whodyed for us, the Juſt tor the 
Unjult, Fc. But as God is gracious to true believers in 
Chriſt, who have notatrained to a Perfetion in Holineſs, 
but have the Work begun in them, for Chriſts ſake, and 
alio when they are perteted in Holineſs, God doth accept 
themin Chriſt, and for his fake, even ſo doth he extend 
lus favour and mercy, in ſome meafure, to the honeſt 
Gentiles, for Chriſts ſake,and doth nor teave them without 
all hope of Mercy. And as God hath promiſed to reward 
the diligent Improvers of his Grace, with giving them 
more Grace, who are true Believers in Chrit cruciked, 
{0 no doubt the Promiſe 1s good to all G-ztilzs, who are 
faichiul Improvers of that Light tha-God hath given them 
1n their Gezt:le-[tate, to encreaſe his Grace unto them, and 
to give them that further degree of Faith and Knowledge 
of Chriſt crucihied, which they have not as yet attained 
unto; for the Promiſe is univerſal, To every one that hath 
ſoak be given. And theretore it 1s a molt foolſh and rath 
undertaking in B. K, or any others to aHrm, That theſe 
G.ntiles, who were diligent to frame tweir Lives according to 
the Licht in them, never at any time had, nor ever ſhall have 
the knowledge and faith of Chriſt crucified and raiſed again, 
who have lived in remote parts of the World, where the Goſpel 
hath not as yet beers outwardly preached. Harh nor ©: o« many 
ways to reveal himſelt ro the oulsof men, and the depih 
of his Counſel, that raſfe.h our ſearch and underſtanding ? 
Who knoweth what God dorh reveal to honeit G-##-/es on 
their Death-bed, when by reaion of Bodily weaknels they 
cannot declare unto others, what God doth chen reveal 
unto them, or even poſſibly - the inſtant of Death = 
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after Death, as many Profeſſors uſe to ſay, as well B priffs 
38 others, That the Souls of B-liewers, 4t or after death, are 
made perfect in Holinefſ: ut this is only an Argument 
ai hon:inecm, as it 1s Called, 2 e. ſuch as can be raiſcd from 
their own Principle, by way of retorfion or counter-argu- 
ing ; but let us leave ſecret things unto G21, until he 
revea! them, and keep cloſero the Scriptures Teſtimony, 
ſo far as it is opencd to us, that givech.us ſuilicient cauſe 
and ground of Charity, to concluce, that none of the 
Gentiles, who were diligent to improve that Light thar 
God gave them, are finally anduttecly loft, and yet ti-at 
the faith and knowledge of Chrilt crucited and raiſed 
again, 18 alrogether neceſſary, tho' not to the beginning, 
yst tothe tull and final conſumating and perfeti ng mens 
eternal Salvarion and Happineſs, both which are well 
conſiſtent, altho' B. X. and his Brethren, through the 
zgnorance and prejudice that is in them againſt the Truth, 
go not lee or underſtand it. 


T ſhall ow take notice of his groſs Calumnies and falſe 
Accuſations that he raiſeth up, in his ignorance, againſt 
both the Principle and Perſons of the People called, in 
icorn, Quakers. 

Firſ#, Fhat he ſaith, The tenor of our Dofrine (boweth 
plainly, that Feſus Chriſt our bleſſed Lord and dear Mediator 
dyed in vain. Arnſw. Vhis is a molt falle & unjuſt Charge, 
and no wiſe reacheth to us, becauſe, fir#, we ſay the Light 
that is in the Geztzles, and in every man, js thereal fruit 
and purchaſe of Chriſts Neath, and aiſo, that none can 
be eternally ſaved, as in reſpe& of the perfe& Accom- 
plſhment of the Work of their Salvation, without ſome 


meaſure of the Knowledge and Faith of Chriſt crucified, 
tho' 
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tho' we cannot aſſign the ecth time and-manner, how 
and when that knowledge and faith is given them, as n@ 
more can they, when or how it is given to ele Infants, 
and other ele& Perſons, ſuppoſe Deaf and Dumb from 
the VVomb. | 

Secondly, he ſaith, We ſet up an inherent legal Righteonfe. 
eff in man, a5 his only Righteouſneſs; whereby he ſhall be 
eternally ſaved. Anxſw. This is grofly talſe. 

Thirdly, That we deny the imputed Righteouſneff of Chriſt, 
wrought in his own Perſon for us, and the wirtue of the Price 
of his moſt precious Blood. Anſw. This alſo is grolly falle. 

Fourthly, That it is a fancy to believe, that Chriſt hath 
fulfilled the Righteouſneſs of the Law for us, any other wayes 
than our Pattern. Azſw. And this likewiſe is moſt grofly 
falſe; for we faithfully believe, that Chriit hath fulfiled 
the Law for us and the Righteouſneſs thereof, not only 
as Our pattern but 2s being therein and thereby, both in 
what he did and ſuffered for us, an Attonement and Pro- 
pitiation unto God for our ſ{ins,and that his Ovedience and 
Sufterings hath purchaſed unto us, as « moſt precious and 
great Price, Juſtification, Remiſfion Srnftification & Eternal 
Life; and that he gave himſelf a Ranſom unto God tor 
us, and all men, which theſe called particular Bapr-ſts, - 
deny; yet this Price and.

He main deſign of Cotron Mather in this his Anpen- 
dix is to vindicate and detend his Father Increaſe 
Mather, as no wiſe guilty of theſe Charges which : laid 
againſt him towards rhe end of my late Book, call'd, The 
Presbyterian and Independent Charches, im New-England, 
and elſe-where, brouzht to the Teſt. Now it Cotton Mather 
had made any true and juſt Vindication of his ſaid Father, 
it had been a commendable work 1n him, but he 1s ſo far 
from that, that his ſo weak and zmpertinent pretended 
Vindication doth not in the leaſt excuſe him; and he is ſo 
far from any juſt Vindication of his Father, that he doth 
rather more Jay open his Fathers Nakedneſs in the f1. ht of 
the world, and addeth to his Fathers grolly abuſing the 
honeſt People called Quakers, new Abuſes, and lying abu- 
five Specches of his own, beſides that, inthe judgment of 
any impartial & underſtanding Reader, he diſcovers him- 
ſelf tobe a very ſhallow man, airy ard full of froth, but 
ſhowing nothing of Sovlidity in his whole diſcourſe.

1 deſire to bleſs the 
Lo:d whohath truly made me httle in my own eyes, and 
hath ler me ſee not only my littleneſs but nothingnels, as 
of my ſelf, and given me alſo to know, that I am one of 
his little Ones, which to me 1s greater ſatisfaction than to 
have the greateſt worldly advantages ; and that he ſeems 
to reflect upon the /:t*/enefs of my ſtature (as is apparent) 
ſhoweth in him little wit or diſcretion ; many excellent 
men were of little bodily ftature, far exceeding Cortor 
Mather or me either ; andCol:4h was a man of great bodily 
ſtature, who dehed the hoſt of God, and yet fell before 
little David ; and rho* Ido readily acknowledge my ſelf 
little every way, yet by the Grace of God I doubt not but

for : And rho'* inthe cloſe of his Appendix {chat contain- 
eth itrle elſe bur liily drolling) he ſaith, G. K, hu given 
ſuificient caife why his 0 SE ſhould be aſhmmed of him, if 
ſhame were compatible to ſuch a perfet# People ; Which lait 
part is 2 meer $:9F, yet he hath nor __ it appear, and 
I hope in the Lord he never ſhall be able ro make it appear 
that mv Friends have any caule io be aſhamed of me. 

Before he cometh to his Fathers Vindicarion,he thought 
fit to cell che world of the ſtrange liberty which the Devils 
Cave

gave toſome poſſeſſed Children 'to come to the Meetrngs of 
the Quakers, andto read their writings : Andif ali this be 
trne, what faith it againft the Cuaakers, in the leaſt to dil. 
credit them, or their Religion? We know many wicked 
People, whoſe Souls the Dcvils poſſeſs (and tharis worle 
than a meer Bodily Pofſefion) may read borh our Pooks 
and the Scriptures alio, yet as this is no diſcredit to the 
Scriptures, ſo no more to our books ; yea, the Devil could 
and did cite Scripture to Chrift,and could uſe the out ard 
names of God and Je/as. And thou grantelt that char G:r/e 
poſſeſſed, as thou alledgeſt, Bod:ly with the Devil, dia read 
the 59 Pſalm; And what may be concluded trom this, 
according to Cotton Mathers pretended Logick, thai tho" 
the Devil would not ſuffer the Girle to read ſome Presby- 
teria Books, but gaveher liberty to read ſome of the Com- 
702 Prayer, or other Epiſcopal Books, and Quakers Books, 
andalſo the 59 P/alm, that all thele are of the like quality ? 
Thou further ſayſt, The Grrle [» poſſeſſed, as thou alledgeſt, 
could hear the Scripture read,and called to one to read of Mary 
Magdalen; and I ſee not what difference the Devil doth 
make, 1n good earneſt, betwixt reading and hearing the 
Scripture read. Again, That the Devil ſuffered ſome of them 
ro come ro the Quakers Meetings : Suppoling it were ſo, is 
this any more in prejudice of the Quakers Meetings, than 
that Cotron Mather faith, The ſame Girle, ſo poſſeſſed, 
cans to a ftudy or Cloſet in his Houſe, and entred therein, and 
there read on the Bible, and good Books?

Andif ye have not fo large Sallaries, as ſome of 
your Brethren in other places have, it doth not appear that 
it is your own choice that mw akethit ſo, but that ye know 
not where to get more, or where to have a better conve= 
nience; and the leaſt any of you have, is far roo much, 
beyond what ye deſerve tor preaching falſe DoQrine, and 
miſ-leading the People; for inſtead of turning them to 
Gods Lig htand divine Revelation in their hearts, ye turn 
them away from it, in that, acting more the part of the 
Miniſters of Anti- chriſt and Sathan ; Aad rho? little, or 
p=rhaps nothing hath hcen extorted from theſe called 
Quakers at Boſton,becaule very few have had Eſtates there 
to extort any thing from, yer ſecing thou dott not con- 
demn this practice in many or. molt of thy Brethren, but 
juſltifieſt it 1n all places in New-England, where great ex- 
torting of Goods hath been uſed from the People called 
Quakers, not only at Plymouth, but at Flamptoz, and many 
other places in New-Englazd, as well as in Old England, 
S:otland, Ireland, and elſe-where. thou art equally guilty 
with them. Nor doth it excuſe, thy ſaying That the 
Grants of Lands, there 14de by the Court, have ftill ben with 
an exprefi Condition and Proviſe, That the allowed Miniſtry 
be therewith ſupported, to wit, at Plymouth, or ſome other

And though the great worth and power 
of true Prayer, | moit willingly acknowledge, which is only per- 
formed by the Inſpiration and Revelation of the holy Spirir, yet 
ſe-irg Cotton Mat! cr and his Brethren gaverally MOck at ay, at this 
Uay laying claim ro divine Inſpiration and Revelatian, I cannot own 
their Prayers to be true, they are liker to Charms and Spells of ſpper- 
ſtitions Perſons, all ſuch Prayers that are performed without divine 
Inſpiration and true internal divine Revelation. 

Nor doth it conteut or fatisfie Cotton Mather to accuſe and ſpeak 
evil of the honeſt People called Qrakers, and to belye CARIST him-

2108 done, but diminiſhed from wy words, 4s your Confciences may bear 
witneſs, if your Memory be not bad ;, ;or 1 very well remembr my words 
at that time, which were theſe, That 1 did acknowledge the true Senſe of the 
Scripture to be the Word of God, and that 1m tne ſame I was not ſingular _ 
in my Perſwaſion, from 1he People called Quakers ; for Samu-ll Fiſher in _ 
his Book. called, Ruſticus ad Academicos, that hath been in print wp-
